London, April ID.—The arrival of G en., 
Carrington at Beira, Portuguese East 
Africa, aud the reiteration of the report 
that the Hoers inteud 
blown.g 
up 
the Johannesburg mines are only items 
of new* that mark today's war ca­ 
bles. 
Weeks must elapse before Carrington 
will be able to concentrate his forces on 
the borders of the Transvaal or approach 
Mafcking, 
According to a rumor in cir­ 
culation at Ijorenzo Marques, the Boer 
force has been scut to intercept Carring­ 
ton, bat it is not thought it will tie of 
sufficient strength to cause anxiety, 
The Natal Mercury is responsible for 
the renewed fears concerning the reties, 
printing accounts from newly arrived 
refugees saying elaborate preparations 
for the destruction of all Jobannesberg 
shafts have been carried on under the 
supervision of the state mining engineer, 
who is alleged to have requisitioned all 
the oopper wire in the town for the pur­ 
pose of making connections. 
Bloemfon­ 
tein dispatches are fall of trivial details, 
bot absolutely silent as to the future. 
According to a dispatch from Lady­ 
smith the Boers are much disconcerted by 
the present condition of affairs. 
Their

16,000 men, are spread over ridges in 
contemplation of the British advance 
through Waschbank valley, north of 
Ladysmith, which has not been oc­ 
cupied.
